It has generally been assumod 
that Orientals should be classi- 
fied ns non-whites though no 
oMeiat ruling has yet been laid 
down.—Reuter,

_ Sydney (By Airmail). 
The shock announcement that members of Federal 
Parliament are likely to get a £500 salary rise 
after July. 1 has ‘acted on the citizens very 
much the same way as a good sprinkling with 


boiling fat. 
This £500 would lift 


MP's basic salary to £2,850 and 


would be the second increase in three years. 


In addition to the £2,850, 
however, they receive all sorts 
of other perks. 

Metropolitan members of the 
House receive an electoral 
allowance of £600 a year cach 
and country members £800. 

Senators receive an electoral 
allowance of £700 whether 
they live in the city or country. 

In addition to these not un- 
reasonable amounts, Ministers, 
the Leader of the Opposition 
and the various officers of the 
House get other bits and pieces. 

In addition to all other. allow- 
ances ard salary, however, 
backers in both Houses yet 
£3.13,6 a day when they are in 
Canberra on Parliamentary 
business, {reo air travel, to any 
part af the Commonwealth, the 
use of a Commonwealth typlst- 
secretary, a certain amount of 
stamps and various other perks 
which accountants have 
estimated makes the salary of a 
nonnal member of Parliament 
Gout £5,000 a year. 

The Prime Minister, Mr 
Menzics, receives altogether 
£40,450 0 year, but it {a agreed 
that this is not an over lacge 
amount for the Prime Minister 
of this country. 

News of tho expected Increase 
came. from the Prime Minister 
this week wh ho announced 
that a special mittec would 
inquire into parliamentary 
salaries. 

This is in tno with o decison 
of threo’ years ago that salaries 
and allowances would be in- 
vestigated carly in the life of 
each now Parliament.
